The situation in Russia and Siberia 
shows sighs of improvement and the 


victory. of Gen. Poole’s forces now 
seems most complete. The enemy 
has been completely dispersed and is 
now hiding along the countryside. 


The withdrawal of Bulgaria from 
the cuts the land communications be- 
tween the central powers and lurkey 
and opens the southern frontiers of 
Austria and Rumania‘ to invasion 

The central powers are further \en- 
dangered by the intense hostility of the 
subject nationalities of Austra -Hun- 
gary as well, 

Sritish troops in the “Lilley sector 
and in the Beaurevoir district were re- 
ported today to have made ‘urther 
advances but these were mainly in -the 
nature of line straightening opera- 
tions. It appears that the British for 
the moment have paused, but st the 
sdinie time are taking advantage of the 
lull to improve their positions.

The German armies are in full flight 
before the British, American and 
French forees on the front between 
Cambrai and St. Quentin. Cambrai, 
the strong point of the enemy in this 
region, has been taken by the Cana- 
dians in its entirety, and’ north of 
Cambrai the Canadians have deeply 
penetrated the German line, 

Out in the open, east of what was 
once thé old Hindenburg line, cavalry 
is hustling the retreating foe in what 
virtually amounts ‘to a rout, So fast 
ig the retreat that columns of the 
allied troops in parade formation 
have passed through numerous _ vil- 
lages, completely out of Contact with 
the Germans. More than 10,000 pris- 
oners and between one hundred and 
‘wo hundred guns were captured in 
Tuesday's fighting and the continution 
of the battle Wednesday resulted in 
further large captures, 

In the fighting 283 Germaii divisions 

~more than a quarter of million men 
have been severely manhandled. 

The maximum depth of the advance 
is between eight and ten miles. The 
Germans are declared to be fleeing to 
the east of Le Cateau, one of the most 
important railway centres in theis re- 
gion, 

Behind them the Germans are leav- 
Al the country devasted, burning 
towns as they flee.”

Sir Thomas’ White, minister of 
finance, opened the-campaign for the 
second Canadian Victory Loan, with a 
stirring speech in Winnipeg Tuesday 
night. 

Five hundred millions of dollars is 
the amount required to be raised by 
che Cariatian government to carry on 
Canada’s part in the prosecution of 
the war. The minimum amounte which 
the thinister of finance asks for is 
three hundred millions of dollars. The 
larger aan: — be raised if bona: 
ble. 

Theré are two Smaps bonds in 
this issue. Five and fifteen year bonds 


‘willbe. available in the new loan, the 


amount being payable by” investors as 
follows; 

Ten per cent of the total issue. price 
on application; twenty per cent on De- 
cember 6, 1918; twenty per cent on 
January 6, 1919; twenty per cent on 
February 6, 1919; thirty per cent on 
March 6, 1919, on which latter date 
the accrued interest of:1 1-16 per cent 
also will be payable. .The interest will 
be payable bythe purchaser of the 
Wnds_on this issue.

Prevenitatives | for 
Spanish Influenza 


Owing to the rapid spread of Span- 
ish, influenza throuh some of the 
larger centres both in Canada and the 


United States, all interested el 


to be taking every. precaution to 
stamp it out, The Manufacturers | 
Association of Canada has issued a 
warning to all industries and in a 
circular from them which is now 
dosted up in the Glass plant here, 
some good precautionary methods are 
suggested. The following are some 
of them: 

Employees should be warned agairst 
spitting or sneezing without the usg of 
handkerchiefs, and infractions of this 
rule should be severely dealt with. 

- Employees should be urged to-pre- 
pare and use three or four times daily, 
an antiseptic gargle. An inexpensive 
solution for this purpose may be pro- 
cured by mixing three-quarters uf o 
teaspoon of salt, one grain of perman- 
ganate of potash with.one fu'l cup of 
BOILED water. 

Employers are urged to watch dil'- 
gently for signs of the disease amorg 
employees, and if such ayyear, after 
taking the above-mentioned precau- 
tions, to provide an antiseptic garg'e 
similar to the above (seven parts salt, 
six parts permanganate of potash, one 
thousand parts BOILED water), 
which all exp®%ed should be called up- 
on to use at least four times a day fer 
a period of.one week. For this pu>- 
‘pose individual paper cups should be 
provided, or employees requested t9 
provide themselves with some simil:r 
container. :

Whom Maximillan Is Speak- 
ing. 


In answer to the German peace pro- 
posals Presideht Wilson informed the 
German government that before the 
United States can discuss an armis- 
tice German troops ‘must withdraw 
from all invaded territory. 

He asked Chancellor Maximillian 
whether he represented 
people or the authorities of the empire 
who are conducting the war. 

The president’s message was not a 
reply, but in the form of an inquiry. 
The imperial German government is 
asked whether. it accepts the terms 
iaid down by the president in his ‘ad- 
dress to congress January 8, and sub- 
sequent addresses. 

In his official document the presi- 
dent says he feels bound to ‘ say with 
regard to their suggestion. of an_arm- 
istice that he would not feel at liberty 
to propose a cessation of arms to the 
governments with which the govern- 
ment of the United States is associat- 
ed against the central powers.so long 
as the armies of these powers are 
upon their soil. The good faith of any 
discussion would manifestly depend 
upon the consent of the central pow- 
ers immediately to withdraw their 
forces everywhere from invaded terri- 
ey, :

At the Union of Alberta Mu- 
nicipalities being held in Medi- 
cine Hat this week the ques- 
tion of financing schools came in 
for considerable: discussion.

Great Britain and her allies . have 
been’ short of butter for several 
-months, and the “Canada Food Board 
have been asked to take steps to re- 
lieve thé condition’ which has borne 
heavily upon the peoplé of Great Brtt- 
pain, Fyance, Italy and’ Belgium. ~ The 
pressure upon cargo spate’-has been 
heavier than ever, since the United 
States has entered ‘the war, and began 
moving her trogps across the Atlantic. 
Ships are needed for soldiers and mu- 
nitions of war, as well as for food 
stuifs. The main staple food stuffs
